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ABRAHAM ROSENBERG 
SCHOLARSHIP 

The Abraham Rosenberg scholarship for 
advanced study in art has been awarded to 
Sargent Johnson. He has been an Associa¬ 
tion member for a number of years, has 
exhibited widely throughout the United 
States, and has received numerous prizes 
and awards. Johnson studied at the Cali¬ 
fornia School of Fine Arts, at the Boston 
School of Fine Arts, with Ralph Stackpole 
and with Beniamino Bufano. 

The artist’s project, as outlined in his 
application for the scholarship, is "develop¬ 
ing further the use of ceramics as a medium 
of sculpture, with particular reference to 
the formal use of polychrome." He intends 
to take advantage of material made avail¬ 
able through archaeological research; his 
plans including "travel and study in mu¬ 
seums of the United States and Mexico." 

Lloyd Wulf, awarded the Rosenberg 
scholarship in 1941 for travel to Latin 
America, has remained there. He has pro¬ 
moted much good will by arrangement of 
a group exhibition of "Ecuadorian Art," 
which was recently shown at the San Fran¬ 
cisco Museum of Art.

Many local 
artists had their first training in the Sat¬ 
urday morning classes for children, which 
she conducted. Mr. Albright became an 
Active Artist member of the Association 
in 1920 and served a number of years on 
the Board. 

ARTISTS' COUNCIL 

Responsibility for East Bay collections 
of work for the Annual Exhibitions has 
been assumed by the Council. The co¬ 
operation of the Oakland Art Gallery and 
Swasey’s in Berkeley, acting as receiving 
depots, makes this procedure possible.

MUSEUM ANNIVERSARY 

Mr. W. W. Crocker, Treasurer of this 
Association and President of the Board of 
Trustees of the San Francisco Museum of 
Art, extended invitations to a reception at 
the Museum on Thursday, January 18th, 
celebrating the tenth anniversary of the 
Museum in its quarters at the War Me¬ 
morial. This reception marked the opening 
of the Tenth Anniversary Exhibitions: 
Dominant International Trends in Con¬ 
temporary Art; Painting and Sculpture in 
the Bay Region; Growth of the Museum 
Collections. 

Unfortunately, exigencies such as print¬ 
ing deadlines prevent extensive discussion 
of these exhibitions in this issue. However, 
a few remarks concerning the "Painting 
and Sculpture in the Bay Region Anniver¬ 
sary Exhibition” seem appropriate. Bay 
Area resident exhibitors in the San Fran¬ 
cisco Art Association Annual Exhibitions 
of Painting and Sculpture during the pe¬ 
riod 1935 to 1945 were asked to select, by 
vote, local fellow exhibitors they consider 
the most representative and valued creative 
artists of the region. Sixty-six artists were 
invited to exhibit as a result of this vote, 
of whom fifty-five were able to exhibit. It 
is interesting to note that nearly 80 per cent 
of the exhibitors are active artist members 
of this Association. 

The cultural and educational value of 
such a truly representative exhibition in a 
public institution is high, for the judgment 
of such a large group of established artists 
is bound to be at once broad and valid. To 
Dr. Morley, Director of the San Francisco 
Museum of Art, the Bulletin takes this 
occasion to express the appreciation of the 
Bay Region Artists.

The San Francisco Art Association Ninth Annual Exhibition of Drawings and Prints is being held 
at the San Francisco Museum of Art from January 31st through February 25th, 1945. The Jury personnel 
was as follows: Chairman, Antonio Sotomayor; Edward Hagedorn, George Harris, Sargent Johnson, Otis 
Oldfield. Alternates—Dorothy Grover, Philip Little. 

Irving Norman’s drawing "Laissez Faire Industrialism, No. 2,” was awarded the San Francisco Art 
Association Purchase Prize. 

Clay Spohn’s drawing "Contemporary Landscape” was awarded the Artists’ Fund Prize. 

Honorable mentions were awarded for the following works: "Lolla”—ink drawing by T/Sgt. Edward 
Chavez; "Self Portrait”—ink drawing by Michael Chepourkoff; "The City”—wood engraving by Hans 
Jelinek, and ' Flight from Shock”—drawing by Philip Pinner. 

The Ninth Annual Watercolor Exhibition of the Association opens April 11th, 1945. The San 
Francisco Museum of Art announces that the deadline for receiving work entered in this show is February 
23, 1945. Two pieces of work may be submitted. Unframed watercolors may be submitted in mats not 
exceeding 18x22 inches. 

The Jury for the Watercolor Exhibition will be: Chairman, Dorr Both well; Franz Bergmann, Luke 
Gibney, Worth Ryder, Florence Alston Swift. Alternates: Maurice Logan, Victor de Wilde. 

The Arthur and Anne Dodge Bailhache Purchase Prize for Water Color is generously made avail¬ 
able for the first time for the Ninth Watercolor Exhibition. This prize will be awarded to a watercolor 
acceptable to the San Francisco Museum of Art, and the work will become Museum property. 
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CALIFORNIA SCHOOL OF FINE ARTS 

An increased demand for art education 
was reported in the October, 1944, issue of 
the Bulletin. Additional evidence of this 
trend is now available. Enrollment at the 
end of the first week of the spring term 
shows an increase of 15 per cent over the 
fall term of 1944, and an increase of 33 1/3 
per cent over the spring term of 1944! 

William A. Gaw, Acting Director, re¬ 
ports that all classes given during the fall 
will be continued through the spring. 

Advertising Art is now scheduled for 
Monday and Friday nights. Last term this 
class was given once a week. 

David Park has taken over the night 
class in drawing and painting formerly 
conducted by Spencer Macky. Mr. Park, an 
Active Artist member of this Association, 
has had extensive teaching experience, hav¬ 
ing conducted classes in Boston for five 
years, at the San Francisco Museum of Art, 
and in the University of California Exten¬ 
sion Division. 

Antonio Sotomayor is conducting the 
Friday night sketch class. He taught at 
Mills College Summer Sessions in 1942 and 
1943. Mr. Sotomayor is particularly quali¬ 
fied to teach this class, having had many 
years of newspaper and magazine experi¬ 
ence. He has been with the San Francisco 
Chronicle since 1937 and his work has 
appeared regularly in Life, Sunset, Coast, 
California Arts and Architecture, and The 
San Franciscan. 

"Photography, its esthetics and history 
and the creative approach to it," was the 
subject of a lecture series given by Ansel 
Adams last month. This class was well 
attended; the lectures enthusiastically re¬ 
ceived. The school was fortunate in ob¬ 
taining the services of a man of Mr. Adams’ 
caliber. In addition to the well known facts 
that he is a constant and outstanding ex¬ 
hibitor in photographic salons, and a pro¬ 


lific writer of articles and books on pho¬ 
tography, it may be of interest to note that 
he is Photomuralist for the Department of 
the Interior, Associate Editor of U. S. 
Camera, and Vice-Chairman of the Ad¬ 
visory Committee of the Department of 
Photography of the Museum of Modern 
Art. 

Saturday morning classes for children 
show increased attendance this term. The 
annual Christmas party was given Decem¬ 
ber 16, 1944. Cider and cookies were 
served the children and their parents who 
attended the exhibition of drawings, paint¬ 
ings, and sculpture. The work, exhibited 
in the Social Hall, was representative of 
the classes conducted by Virginia Roberts 
Templeman and Ruth Cravath Wakefield. 

PARTY 

Art Supplies for Russia will be procured 
to the amount of $3,000 as a result of the 
party given at the California School of Fine 
Arts, November 11, 1944. The party was 
sponsored by the Art Supplies for Russia 
Committee, the California Society of 
Etchers, the Marin Society of Artists, 
Telesis, the San Francisco Society of 
Women Artists, and the San Francisco Art 
Association. 

The main gallery was turned into a gay 
bazaar in which minstrels provided enter¬ 
tainment. The cafeteria served Russian 
tidbits. The social hall was converted to a 
richly decorated bar. The lecture hall was 
diverted to dancing, while a studio off the 
patio featured quick sketch artists. During 
the course of the evening folk dancing 
groups entertained in the patio, circling the 
flower adorned pool, in charming figures 
under colorful spot lighting projected from 
the library balcony. One of the outstand¬ 
ing features of the evening’s activities was 
the surprise announcement of the award of 
the Abraham Rosenberg Scholarship to 
Sargent Johnson. 
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ACTIVITIES 

' From the Land of the Tiger” is the in¬ 
scription across the face of a greeting from 
Paul Forster, who left us to work for 
O.W.I. He adds that the card is mailed 
from somewhere on the Ledo Road. 

Lee F. Randolph, former director of the 
School, is now in Carmel. He is taking 
private students in drawing and painting. 
He is also conducting adult night classes 
at Monterey High School. 

Margaret Peterson has just had a one- 
man show at the Raymond and Raymond 
Gallery. 

The Association has just received a cata¬ 
log of an exhibition "U. S. War Paintings 
from MacArthur’s New Guinea Cam¬ 
paign.” This exhibition was shown in the 
latter part of 1944 and in January 1945 in 
the Queensland National Art Gallery, Bris¬ 
bane; the National Gallery of Victoria, 
Melbourne; the National Gallery of South 
Australia, Adelaide, and the National Gal¬ 
lery of New South Wales, Sydney. The 
catalog comes to us from Frede Vidar, Cap¬ 
tain, C. E., War Artist. The exhibition is 
composed of 67 works done from sketches 
and field notes executed while with leading 
assault waves in ground attacks, and on 
combat missions with the Fifth Air Force, 
by Captain Vidar, Captain Barse Miller, 
and Lieutenant Sidney Simon. Frede Vidar, 
an Active Artist member of this Associa¬ 
tion, spent some time as a student at the 
California School .of Fine Arts and fre¬ 
quently exhibited in this area. In the event

Spencer Macky, now President of the 
California College of Arts and Crafts, was 
honored at the Palace Hotel, December 16, 
1944, at a dinner given by 64 students and 
former students of the California School of 
Fine Arts. Mr. Macky was presented with 
a gold wrist watch and an illuminated 
parchment scroll signed by the students 
who arranged the affair. 

Report has come to us that Ray Bethers 
is now an associate editor of "This Week 
Magazine,” having been placed on inactive 
status by the Navy. 

Karl Kasten, who taught the Materials 
and Techniques class at the California 
School of Fine Arts, left us for the Army. 
He is now a camouflage officer, having 
come up through the ranks. A Christmas 
card received from him was mailed from 
Holland.
